Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. The sum of thirty-five thousand dollars,
or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appro-

r«diems:c.,of priated out of any moneys in the treasury not otherwise
th* appropriated, ior the per diem and mileage of the presid-
. jng oflicors au(j members ot the senate and house of rep-

resentatives, and per diem of the officers thereof; and for
stationery, newspapers and such other incidental expenses
as may be incurred and ordered to bu paid by either or
both houses thereof.

SEC. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and flfter its passage.
